This  Japanese  doctor's  name  is  Lt.  TURA0,  I;  mediately  after  10 
surrender  Johnson  had  started  an  intensivci  study  of  the  Japanese 
language .  He  was  apprehended  in  the  mine  about  the  1st  of  April  i 
talking  to  a  Japanese  civilian  miner,  presumably  charged  with 
espionage  and  placed  in  the  guardhouse.

He  died  on  the  11th  of  April.  During  the  time  he  was  in  the  guard¬ 
house  he  received  no  medical  attention.  The  body  exhibited  many  signs 
of  fractur.  s  and  evidence  of  severe  beatings.  Inspection  oi  the  body 
v-qo  -..adi,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Japanese.  They  listed  tins  man 
officially  as  having  died  in  the  hospital  with  an  abscess. 

Fourth  American  execution,  Pvt  William  N.  Knight,  6983666,  U.^.  Army. 
He  was  turned  over  to  the  Japanese  on  or  about  May  5.  1945  °y  Tt* 

E.  N.  LITTLE,  Lieutenant  Senior  Grade.  Knight  has  been  guilty  -1 
stealing  a  bun  in  the  mess  hull.  He  was  confined  in  the  guardhouse 
and  subjected  to  repeated  beatings  and  ail  the  forms  of  torture  that 
coula  be  devised  by  the  guards  on  duty.  This  man  died  on  May  20th. 
Body  was  in  a  stete  of  extreme  emaciation.  Post  mortem  autopsy  was 
not  permitted.  It  ie  felt  that  this  man  died  of  starvation  with 
possibly  secondary  pneumonia. 

A.  In  the  spring  of  1945.  &  British  Trivcte,  named  lordly,  was  on 
quurter  status  from  n^ilaria.  He  was  placed  in  guardhouse  for 
having  a  small  piece  of  zinc  in  his  possession.  On  the  evening 
of  the  first  day  this  man  was  in  the  guirdhouce,  I  was  called 
from  the  evening  roll  call  formation  supposedly  to  see  e  patient 
in  tho  guardhouse.  On  going  there  I  found  this  men  deed.  The 
guards  were  most  insistent  the*  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  be 
dead  and  I  was  permitted  to  examine  him  superficially  in  a 
darkened  cell.  They  refused  to  tu~:i  m  the  lights.  From  the 
general  attitude  of  the  Japanese  and  from  what  little  I  could 
determine  from  the  superficial  examination  '  nd  the  previously 
n^ntioned  condition  I  think  this  man  died  as  a  result  of  beating. 

I4,n  in  the  guardhouse  were  beaten  with  a  2  x  4  about  the  length 
of  0  baseball  bet. 

These  last  three  executions  occurred  during  the  reign  of  Tt. 

FUJHARA.  He  was  about  5  ft.  tall,  approximately  125  lbc*;  7e*l 
built,  no  glasses,  no  mustache,  had  sharp  pointed  ears,  had  good 
teeth,  neat  dresser.  I  think  he  has  c  set r  somewhere  on  his  back 
which  he  got  from  Russian  artillery  fire  in  China,  spoke  very  little 
English.  was  thought  to  have  c  wi:fe  and  two  children.  Thet  is  all 
I  can  remenber  about  this  man's  description.  Under  It.  FUKUHAPA 
there  were  two  to  eight  men  in  the  guardhouse  and  these  men  were 
subjected  to  such  tortures  as  could  be  devised  by  the  guards  on 
duty.  The  following  are  examples:  Kneeling  on  a  bamboo  pole  while 
holding  e  metal  at  full  extent  of  tho  arms,  touched  frequently  with 
electric  wires.  Fush-ups  exercise  by  tho  hour.  One  prisoner  would 
be  rar.de  to  hold  a  bucket  of  water  over  mother  prisoner's  head. 

On  numerous  occasions  prisoners  were  made  to  beat  each  other  in 
the  fo.ee.  Beatings  were  administered  with  large  belts  1  nd  the 
previously  mentioned  2x4.  end  saber  ca.ec.  Some  men  were  forced 
to  have  their  mouth  held  open  for  hours  with  bamboo  splinters  wedged 
between  teeth.

Japanese  headquarters  denied  these  requests  and  -wring  *ir  ^ 

suLar  of  1945.  seriously  ill  patients  had  to  retain  in  these  building.  . 
This  camp  was  hit  on  July  27.  1545-  All  wood  buildups  destroyed, 
fortunately  prisoners  a:.d  medical  personnol  cole  to  evacuate  all 

patients  from  the  burning  buildings.  During  the  t.vo  e  ntors  in  GcsAP 
No.  17  there  was  no  place  in  ctnp  where  workers  could  ^et  worrth,  no 
rsthod  of  heating  the  barracks  or  hospitcl  building.  Irrcgarelers 
of  efforts  to  prorotc  sanitation  in  the  prisoners'  area  the  Japanese 
-uerd  detachment  permitted  uncovered  lc.tris.es  and  gerbrge  to  cxis 
in  their  own  area  rchi’ig  it  impossible  to  control  sanitation.  Als 
during  the  summer  epidemic  Japcnoeo  refused  to  ndr.it  t  ict  such 
conditions  existed  outsido  the  camp,  although  one  civilian  employee 
in  the  ccnp  died  of  acute  dysentery.

T  i 
issue  was  controlled  by  Segagani  Heito  of  the  Japanese  Army  Pee.  i  eel 
Deportment.  This  men  was  equivalent  to  a  private  first  c.L  sc  ,  about 
44«  tall,  weight  120  lbs,  no  -lasses,  no  mustache,  hr.d  some  goli. 
teeth,  walked  with  e  duck  waddle,  had  very  short  arms  c.nd  less,  and 
had  dwarf  like  characteristics.  That  is  all  I  rer.cr.bor  about  this 
rxn'e  description.  This  ran  was  not  qualified  medically  and  repeat¬ 
edly  refused  to  issue  sufficient  amount  of  these  Red  Cross  mouicinos 
for  the  treatment  of  seriously  ill  r  it  loots.  Our  medical  sup, lies 
in  this  camp  came  from  o  -dh  W  A  vv  and  the  Mitsui  Mining  hospital. 
Although  the  camp  reache*1  the  total  population  of  178C,  medical 
supplies  were  always  issut/l  on  the  baci3  of  509  and  in  continually 
decreasing  amount.  0n>-  simple  of  small  artounts  the  i.rmy  i^suc  , 
reached  a  limit  of  6  rolls  ai  gauze  for  one  month.  The  Mitsui 
hospital  refused  during  the  year  19L4-45  to  cooperate  with  the 
prison  hospital  by  refusing  to  X-Ray  injured  patients  and  to  lend 
us  essential  instruments  which  were  not  in  the  camp  equipments. 

During  this  period  I  performed  135  major  operations  without  gloves 
and  with  inadequate  instruments.  Soma  l6o  fractures  wore  treated 
during  this  period  und  at  no  time  was  r luster  of  par is  available. 

After  the  Japanese  surrender  we  took  over  the  camp.  We  found  in  the 
mine  some  34  cases  of  Red  Crcs:  m. dinar  supplies  including  surgical  , 
equipment  which  had  been  iesurr  to  t>.c  Jen  n-s*  in  1943 » 

During  the  Period  in  Gog,  I*7  t  lore  wor-  3  Japanese  doctors  assigned 
to  the  camp'.  The  first,  Lb.  VJL’.O,  was  mosw  cooperative,  and  during 
his  period  there  forced  Mitsui  Mining  Company  to  build  the  hospital 
buildings  and  furnish  us  some  Jipncso  medical  instruments .  This  man 
was  rolioved  because  of  his  cooperation  with  prisoners  in  the  hospital 
staff.  The  second  doctor,  Cadet  officer  H0SHIK0,  cooperated  by 
obtaining  lighter  work  assignments  for  men  who  wore  suffering  from 
deficiency  disease,  thereby  being  instrumental  in  saving  o  number  of 
lives.  This  nan  was  relieved  from  duty  because  he  refused  to^ sanction 
the  conlirg  of  sick  men  to  work  by  Camp  Commander .  [The  third  doctor  ( 
Lt.  T.JL'Ji.'J'A  made  no  effort  to  cooperate.  At  tho  time  of  the  surrender 
this  officer  completely  revised  the  death  list  by  changing  causes  . 

of  death,  eliminating  executions,  deficiency  disoase,  and  injury  ns  the 
causo  of  death.  All  deceased  being  listed  as  having  died  of  pneumonia 
or  another  common  disease.  . .  ■■  ■■  ■  ■* 

Lt.  TjiKAHAMA  was  about  45  years  old,  about  5 ’5"  tall,  weight  135 
wore  graying  mustache,  had  gray  hair,  wore  glasses  occasionally,  had 
protruding  teeth.  That  is  all  I  can  renerber  about  this  nan’s 
description. 

Repeatedly  prisoners  were  punished  physically  by  civilian  miners. 

This  punishment  was  frequently  instigated  and  always  encouraged  by 
YiJvAOUCHI,  rated  as  a  two-stripe  ovor-mt*n  in  the  mine.  This  nan  was 
originally  employed  as  an  interpreter,  ’aad  been  educated  in  California 
schools  and  always  tried  to  impress  new  details  with  his  friendliness, 
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but  when  punishing  prisoners  or  turning  prisoners  over  to  the  A rny 
for  punishment  he  refused  to  speak  English  to  the  prisoners.  This 
men  was  active  during  the  entire  two  years  and  particularly  during 
tx.o  just  year  ho  was  interested  in  seeing  that  Americans  were 
punished  for  ovory  slightest  infractions  of  rules.  He  continually 
beat  the  prisoners  to  seo  if  any  man  would  deny  being  cn  American. 
This  individual  was  about  years  old,  about  5'6'  tell,  weight  I30 
lbs.,  had  no  obvious  physical  defects  and  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  ho  had  remained  out  of  the  Army,  no  git  sacs,  no  must¬ 
ache.  That  is  all  I  can  remerfjer  about  this  man's  description.
